The important Copyright case, Novello v. Sudlow, 
which had been referred to the four Judges of the 
Common Pleas, came on for hearing on the 22nd of 
April, before the Lord Chief Justice (Sir John Jervis), 
Sir Cresswell Cresswell, Sir Edward Vaughan Williams, 
and Sir T. Noon Talfourd. Mr. T. W. Phipson was 
heard for the plaintiff, when the Court adjourned to 
the 27th of April. We shall give a full report of the 
case in our June number, as it is so highly important 
for choral societies to be aware of the law on this point.

Brief Chronicle of the last Jflonth. 

New Philharmonic Society. — The second of this 
series of concerts was given on the 14th. The principal 
feature exhibited by the programme was the chance 
afforded for the display of native talent: two works by 
Englishmen were produced — the first a Pianoforte Con- 
cetto by Dr. Wylde, a work of some pretension, but of 
unequal merit ; more experience will doubtless give Dr. 
Wylde a better chance of making a name than that 
afforded by his present production. The work was well 
performed by M. Billet. " The Island of Calypso " is the 
title of the second novelty, which is from the pen of Mr. 
E. J. Loder : the style and resources of this composer are 
fully developed in his new production. The concert was 
fully attended. The third concert of the series took place 
on the 28th, too late for notice this month. A selection 
from Spontini's Vestale was a feature of novelty. The 
executants were Madame Clara Novello, Miss Dolby, 
Herr Staudigl, &c. 

Mr. Neate's Soirees. — The fourth concert of the series 
was held at the Queen Anne-street Rooms, on the 31st of 
March. Mr. Neate played Beethoven's Sonata in E flat, 
and the piano part in Mendelssohn's Quartet in F minor. 
The first of these works has seldom received a more able 
interpretation than that presented by Mr. Neate. Mozart's 
noble Quartet in F, No. 9, was also a satient point in the 
programme. The 5th concert on the 14th offered a further 
proof of classical taste of the entreprenneur in the compo- 
sition of his programme. The series of these entertain- 
ments was brought to a close on the 28th. 

Sacred Harmonic Society. — This society gave a per- 
formance of Elijah on the 23rd, when Madame Clara 
Novello took the principal soprano part of the oratorio ; 
the other performers were Miss Dolby, Miss Williams, 
Miss A Loder, Mr. J. A. Novello, Mr. Sims Reeves, and 
Herr Formes. Mr. Costa conducted. 

Organ Performance. — Dr. Bexfield gave a performance 
on the large organ at Flight and Sons, on the 2nd of 
April. His selections, which were made from the works 
of Handel and Bach, included two extempore performances 
and an air by Mozart arranged by Dr. Bexfield, who 
proved his title to high consideration as an organist. 

Mrs. Gibbs' Musioal Lecture. — This lady, formerly 
known as Miss Graddon, gave an interesting musical 
lecture at the Whittington Club, on the evening of 
the 5th. " 6 

Islington Musical Society. — Judas Maccabams was 
performed by this association on the 20th of April, under 
the direction of Mr. Person — Mr. Horder being the leader. 
The assembly was held in the British School-rooms, Den- 
mark Terrace. 

Royal Society of Musicians. — The annual benefit 
concert of this society was held on the 26th of April. The 
Sacred Harmonic Society this year offered to assist, in 
addition to the elite of the profession who give their 
gratuitous aid to this admirable charity, and the Messiah 
was performed at Exeter Hall, in the presence of a large 
audience. 

A new Portrait has just been issued by Messrs. 
Cramer & Co., of Madame Clara Novello, which is pro- 
nounced to be a good resemblance. It is a delicately 
engraved copper-plate, by William Humphreys, after a 
painting by W. Wallace Scott. 

Norwich Musical Festival. — The following Oratorios 
are to be performed at the Festival : — Dr. Bexfield's 
Israel Restored; Mr. Pierson's Jerusalem ; and The Messiah. 
The morning performances are on Wednesday, the 21st, 
Thursday, 22nd, and Friday, the 23rd of September. 
Mr. Pierson's oratorio was performed by the members of 
the Choral and Philharmonic Societies, at Norwich. It

was a kind of experimental performance, to enable the 
gentlemen of the committee to judge of the general merits 
of the composition. Local criticism is enthusiastic in its 
praise : — " We can only congratulate the committee (says 
the Norfolk Chronicle) upon their acquisition of so valuable 
a work, and the public, we are satisfied, will consider that 
they have exercised a wise decision in determining to 
accept it for one of the morning performances at the 
Festival." — This favourable opinion is corroborated by the 
following extract from the Norwich Mercury: — "The 
gradual growth of excitement is a tolerably good test of 
the worth of a composition, and the unceasing interest 
which was exhibited as the music proceeded, gave us, as 
we hope it did Mr. Pierson, unmixed satisfaction. The 
usual silence in which an oratorio is heard was broken in 
upon repeatedly, and almost involuntarily; and at the 
conclusion, the plaudits were warm, and must have been 
most cheering to the composer." 

Birmingham Festival. — The principal novelties to be 
produced at the Birmingham Musical Festival will be 
Mendelssohn's Oratorio, Christ — at least 6uch numbers of 
it as are finished ; and the Finale to " Lovely." — The 
days of performance will be the 7th, 8th, 9th, and 10th 
September, for which they have secured the services of 
Madame Clara Novello, who will delay her departure for 
the Madrid opera season expressly for this meeting. 

The Paddington Sacred Harmonic Society. — The 
rise of Sacred Harmonic Societies on a minor scale is of 
late merely a noticeable fact as being the precursor of 
their fall. From a want of due consideration in the 
application of the details of such plans, they are frequently 
found to fail almost as soon as brought into operation. A 
performance was given by the above society on the 1st, 
at the St. John's School-room, under the direction of 
Mr. Holderness, when Handel's Judas Maccabams was 
given in a very creditable manner. 

Poplar Amateur Musical Society. — A performance of 
the Creation took place on the 8th of April. The direction 
of the oratorio was entrusted to Mr. C. Bobinson, who, at 
the head of about a hundred performers, gave a musical 
treat to the inhabitants of this locality. We are assured 
that the society is in a very satisfactory condition, in 
respect to funds — a fact that will go far to render its future 
proceedings efficient and useful. 

St. Mary's Choral Society, Spitalfields. — The 
members of this Society gave a Concert of Sacred Music 
on Tuesday evening, March 30th, at the New Town-hall, 
Bethnal Green, in aid of the fund raised by the Bethnal 
Green Committee for the relief of the Holmfirth sufferers. 
The hall was densely crowded. The benevolence ex- 
hibited by the society in offering its gratuitous services on 
the occasion, tended to disarm the severity of criticism, 
and, doubtless, in a measure conduced to the very flatter- 
ing reception and large amount of applause the perform- 
ance received. Mr. T. Gillett conducted ; Mr. G. Carter 
presided at the pianoforte. 

The late Mr. Edward Fitzwilliam. — This gentleman, 
long known in the musical profession, died recently, in the 
68th year of his age. He was formerly a dramatic per- 
former of some eminence, but he has, till within a short 
period of the termination of his life, been known as a glee 
and dinner singer. Mr. Fitzwilliam was formerly very 
popular at the Surrey Theatre, musical pieces having 
been written for him by Mr. T. Dibdin. In characters 
written for his peculiar humour, he was considered un- 
surpassable. For a few years he has been an annuitant 
upon the Drury-lane Theatrical Fund. 

Cheltenham.— Mr. and Mrs. Miller, of Bath, gave a 
concert to a highly fashionable audience on the 27th of 
Apnl, a selection of classical and other music was given 
by Madame Clara Novello, assisted by the beneficiers. 



Meyerbeer. — This celebrated composer has just com- 
pleted a new cantata for the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the marriage of Prince Charles of Kussia. A correspond- 
ent writes to us, in glowing terms, of its merits ; he has 
seen the score, and pronounces a very favourable opinion 
of the high character of the work. 

A new David. — The performance of this oratorio, by 
Beissiger, excited great attention at Dresden, on Palm- 
Sunday. 

Choir Benevolent Fund.— Her Majesty the Queen, 
and H. B. H. Prince Albert, have become patrons of this 
excellent charity, (see pages 201 and 225, vol. 4). and 
have made a donation of £50. The commemoration is 
on the 6th of May, at Westminster Abbey. 

Musical Festival at Stafford. — On Tuesday morn- 
ing, the 20th, the Oratorio of the Creation was performed 
in the Shire -hall, Stafford, before a numerous and highly 
respectable audience. The Stafford Choral Society sup- 
plied the strength of the choir, and furnished a number 
of instrumental performers; and its able founder and 
instructor, Mr. E. Shargool, organist of St. Mary's, con- 
ducted the performance with great energy and judgment. 

Worcester Harmonic Concert. — This society gave 
its first concert for the season in March, at the Music-hall. 
The programme consisted of a selection from Handel's 
Oratorio of Samson. Mr. Done conducted, and Mr. Jabez 
Jones presided at the organ ; these arduous posts were, 
therefore, efficiently filled. The choruses generally were 
given with that steadiness which evinces good training, 
andwith that effect which shows the singers' own appre- 
ciation of the subject. The attendance was scarcely so 
numerous as was anticipated. 

Chepstow Choral Society. — Since the formation of 
this society in November last, it has made rapid progress. 
The first concert took place in January last, and proved 
highly successful, the second will take place next month. 
Mr. E. T. Evans, the organist of Chepstow, and con- 
ductor of this society, has received from the members of 
the Upton St. Leonard's Choral Society, a valuable copy 
of Mendelssohn's Elijah, and a volume of Mozart's Piano- 
forte works. 

Chester Cathedral Choral Society. — This society 
gave its sixth concert for the season in the King's-school, 
on Monday evening. 22nd inst., to a numerous and highly 
respectable audience. '"' 

Chester Glee Society. — This society had a meeting 
on Friday evening, 19th inst., the programme was well 
varied, and the music executed with the usual precision 
under the able direction of Mr. Scarisbrick. 

Haddenham Sacred Harmonic Society. — This societv 
gave a concert recently in the British School-room, in aid 
of the funds of the Bucks Infirmary : the principal selec- 
tions were made from the MessiaJi and Judus Maccabeus. 

Derbyshire.— The inauguration of the new schools 
erected at Glossop, on the 10th of April, when an oratorio 
was performed under the direction of Mr. George Swin- 
dell, and Mr. Joseph Garlick. There were 1,G00 persons 
present. 

Leeds.— Mr. Spark gave a lecture in the latter part of 
March, on English Glees and Part-songs. The lecturer 
treated the subject with great ability, and afforded much 
amusement by the interesting nature of his illustrations 
and his graphic mode of description. * 

Devon and Cornwall Philharmonic Society. This 

recently-instituted society gave a performance on the last 
day of March, in St. George's-hall, Stonehnuse, when Mr. 
H. Phillips and his daughter assisted. The band and 
chorus consisted of about 180 performers, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Smyth. 
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Liverpool Philhaemokic Society. — A brilliant concert 
took place in the elegant rooms of this society on the 22nd 
of April. Madame Clara Novello was the principal 
vocalist. 

East Gmnstead. — On Easter Monday evening an 
address on Congregational Psalmody was given by Mr. 
R. Beazley, (of London), at Zion Chapel, with musical 
illustrations by a choir, from the works of Tallis, Luther, 
Farrant, Ravenscroft, Dr. Boyce, Dr. Crotch, and Haydn. 
The numerous audience, who were admitted free, ap- 
peared fully to appreciate the very able remarks of the 
lecturer. 

Bilston. — On Tuesday evening last, the Rev. J. B. 
Owen delivered the last for the season of a series of lec- 
tures, in St. Mary's School-room, to a numerous and most 
respectable audience. The subject was the Music of the 
Church, which the Rev. Gentleman treated in a learned 
and powerful manner. His graphic account of celebrated 
composers, their works, &c, interspersed with anecdotes, 
delivered in his own inimitable style, were most in- 
structive and amusing. He was ably assisted by Mr. 
Paget, an excellent basso from Atherstone, and Mr. Cul- 
wick, tenor, from Lichfield Cathedral: the choir of St. 
Mary's also assisted. There were present about 700 per- 
sons, who evidently enjoyed a musical treat, as well as a 
most interesting lecture. Mr. Thompson, the organist of 
St. Mary's, presided at the pianoforte with great ability. 

Plymouth. — A correspondent thus addresses us from 
Plymouth : We had the Creation performed here last 
Wednesday, to upwards of 800 auditors, by a native 
chorus of 100 voices, and 80 instrumental performers 
selected from the band of the 19th Regiment and native 
performers and amateurs. The solo parts were taken by 
Mr. Phillips, of London (as Raphael), and his daughter 
(as Eve) ; Mr. Carpenter, of Exeter Cathedral (as Uriel), 
tenor ; and Madame Smyth, wife of our conductor, the 
band master of the 19th Regiment (in the part of Gabriel). 
It was pronounced as perfectly successful. 

Lynn Musical Union. — The third soiree 1 of this society 
was held in the Albion-hall, Lynn, on the 3rd of April. 
Selections from Judas Maccaiceus and The Creation were 
given. Mr. Bray led the band, and Mr. Henry Wallock 
conducted. 

Manchesteb Gentlemen's Concerts. — The last of 
the season was given on the 21st of April. Madame Clara 
Novello, Madame Garcia, and Mr. Swift, were the 
vocalists. The programme was of the sterling nature 
usual at these concerts, and was much enjoyed by the 
audience privileged to attend this somewhat exclusive 
society. 

Belfast. — On the 23rd of March, the members of the 
Christ Church Choral Classes presented to their teacher, 
Mr. B. Pratt, on the occasion of his leaving Belfast, a copy 
of Mendelssohn's Elijah, and a writing desk, accompanied 
by an address expressive of their gratitude for his untiring 
zeal, and kind care of them, and of their regret at his 
departure. Mrs. Pratt was also presented with a handsome 
workbox. During the evening some sacred hymns were 
sung. — The members of the Belfast Classical Harmonist 
Society gave a concert in the Music-hall to a large and 
highly respectable audience, on the 24th of March. 

Kilmarnock Musical Festival. — The annual Festival 
of the Kilmarnock Philharmonic Society came off on the 
evening of Thursday, March the 25th, in St. Marnock's 
Church, which was again handsomely placed by the 
managers at the disposal of the members of the society. 
The piece selected for this season was the Oratorio of 
Samson, the words of which are derived chiefly from the 
well-known work of Milton, " Samson Agonistes."
